(*A total of 13 white tailed deer do not have proof of vaccination.) 

• Conduct daily obsers ation of all animals to assess their health and well- 
being. 

(*A tiger, red fox, and black bear all appear in very thin conditions with dull hair 
coats. 

**The attending veterinarian was not contacted after 2 animal deaths as requested 
previously by the vet.) 

• Ensure the records include any offspring, deaths, dispositions, and vehicie 
license number and state. 

(*Ten white tailed deer were acquired from an individual and the license number 
and state were not recorded. Records are incomplete. 

**There are no dispositions documented for 2 rabbits and an armadillo death.) 

• Handle all animals as expeditiously and carefully as possible in a manner 
that does not cause trauma, overheating, excessive cooling, behavioral 
stress, physical harm, or unnecessary discomfort. 

(*A bear had to be euthanized after a tiger was able to grab and bite the bear from 
the next enclosure.)
